BUILDING THE CARTOONS DFF'ROAP 






No need to cut up your issue. Begin by Xeroxing panels A, B, C, D. Mount panels on heavier paper (file 
card stock is suitable). Cut out around all edges. Cut out all areas marked with X. Fold bottoms of panels 
either toward you or away from you. Mount panels using rubber cement or glue on heavy paper base. To 
achieve depth, you can space panels apart at whatever distance you desire. (See flfustration.) Mount two 
or three paper strips at the top of diorama to keep It tight. You can cut sky area on panel D or leave it 
as a solid background. To further enhance your diorama, you can color it with colored pencils after you 
have mounted It on the heavy paper. PLEASE NOTE: If you are too young to handle sharp instruments, 
be sure to ask dear of Dad to put your model together. Do not use a razor blade for cutting. Have fun 
and please be careful.
